J. Woodman for a period 
of 'ten years. The purpose of 
the 


lease was to Hive tlie college an op- 
portunity to study the factors which 
influence fruit, bud formation 
and 


crop production. 


When the work was first undertak- 


en the trees were in a unlformcrly 
poor and run down condition, so that 
the first two years 
were 
devoted 


mainly to renovating; •'.he entire or- 
chard. 
In 1910 a crop of 500 barrels 


were produced and a ciop ot' about 
200 barrels in 1911. This season the 
yield for the orchard will be close on- 
to 700 barrels. 


The most notable feature of the or- 


chard is the difference in the appear-
